St. John N.B., Oct. 17.—Hon. W. L. MacKenzie King, in 
denying that there was any kind of an understanding with T. 
A. Crerar, leader of the Farmers’ Party, made the following 
statement: 

“With but an exception or two. for reasons whith will be 
whoily apparent, I hope to see a Liberal candidate in the field 
in every constituency from Halifax to Vancouver’’ Mr. King 
stated. 

‘‘Not that the Liberal party is antagonistic to any group, 
but solely because the liberal policy is broader than that of any 
group. 

“If Liberal and progressive policies are to be made to pre- 
vail in matters of government it can only be by co-operation, 
between men and women of all classes, who feel and think 
alike on matters of government. 

‘‘A party that in origin, in aim and in following, is broader 
than class or race, or creed or section, can alone meet this 
requirement so essential to victory. 

‘‘The farmers of Canada, irrespective of past factions are 
already beginuing to see very clearly that a great deal more 
can be dowe to attain the ideal they cherish by co-operation 
with the other forces of progress who form Liberal party, 
than by becoming identified with any organization with class 
aiins and ambitions. Indeed, it was a mistake to speak of a 
farmers’ party, as if one existed, embracing the farmers of the 
country as a whole. The so-called farmers party embraces 
only these of the farmer members who believe in political ‘sep- 
aration from other groups, and classes in the country.
